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Sheriff stumps for 
road patrol millage

A county millage which would 
put sheriff’s deputies back on the 
roads 24 hours aday gained sup- 
port from at least half of the 
Grayling City Council members 
Monday. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield appeared at the 
Graying City Council meeting 
Monday to explain the .90 of a 
mill law enforcement proposal 
to which voters will decide on 
the November general election 
ballot to city council members. 

“This is bare — bones,” 
Wakefield said. “We're talking 
four deputies and a car per year 
for five years.” 

The council did not take an 
officials stand on the millage. 

Grayling Mayor Joe Ferrigan, 
however, replied: "I think it’s 
about time,” when asked his 
opinion of the millage. 

Council Member Kim 
McClain, said she wanted to 
study the proposal more before 
taking a public stance on the 
levy. 

Council Member Larry Akers, 
who is the Crawford County’s 
911 director, said he supports the 
millage because troopers from

can not be reached so that’s a 
sign that we need it,” Akers said. 

Council Member Roger 
Moshier has remained steadfast 
that people with fixed incomes 
that already receive police cover- 
age in the city should not have to 
pay for the millage. 

“The people in the city can’t 
afford to pay more taxes and I 
can not tell them, in good con- 
science, to pay for itif they can’t 
afford it,’’Moshier said, 

Wakefield said he believes the 
city officers, who sometimes are 
patrolling alone, as well and 
sheriff's deputies are playing 
“Russian Roulette” by relying on 
state police to provide back up 
support. 

“It's a lot more comfortable 
knowing there's going (o be 
brown shirts showing up in a 
short amount of time.” 

Wakefield said Grayling 
Township, Lovells and South 
Branch Township Board have 
backed the millage. The levy has 
also seen support from. the 
Grayling City/Township Fire 
Department, Beaver Creek Fire 
Department and Frederic Fire 
Department. 

Wakefield will appear before 
Beaver Creek = Township, 
Frederic Township, and Maple 
Forest Township Boards by the 
end of September. He is hoping

Sheriff Wakefield 
encourages school 
bus safety measures 


Every day more than 20 mil- 
lion students nationwide use 
school buses to get to and from 
school. To ensure that our com- 
munity is safe from tragedy this 
school year, the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office recom- 
mends a number of safety pre- 
cautions for both students and 
other drivers. "It is very tmpor- 
tant that parents reinforce the 
school bus safety rules their 
children learn at school," said 
Sheriff Wakefield. He also sug- 
gests that parents drive their 
child's bus route with them and 
practice the proper safety pres 
cautions at home. 

Parents should teach their 
children the following rules of 
school bus safety: 

-Always arrive at the bus stop 
early, 

‘Prior to boarding,wait until 
the bus has come to complete 
stop, the door opens and the bus 
driver says it is okay to board;. 

‘Always walk on the sidewalk 
when preparing to cross the 
street near a bus. If there is no 
sidewalk available, walk as far 
away from the road as possible, 
Make eye contact with the 
driver $o that you are sure he or: 
she sees you. 

eye walk behind the bus: 


‘Tf you are walking along side 
the bus, walk at least three giant 
steps away. 

- Take extra care to make sure 
that clothing with drawstrings 
and book bags do not get caught 
in the handrail or door. 

-Never stop to pick something 
up that you have dropped when 
a bus is stopped. Wait until the 
bus has driven off to avoid not 
being seen by the driver. 

Motorists: 

‘Remember that children can 
be unpredictable in their 
actions. Take extreme care when 
traveling in a school zone and 
drive slowly. 

‘Slow down and prepare to 
stop whenever you see yellow 
school bus lights flashing. 

‘Never pass a school bus 
when the red lights are flashing. 
This is a sign that children are 
getting off the bus. 

If there are no sidewalks, 
drive cautiously, Be alert to the 
possibility of children walking 
in the road or crossing the street, 


-Be aware of children playing | 


near school bus stops.

Riley prevails in recount, 
Mobarak to run again

After just over three weeks 


and two hours of counts and 


recounts Thursday, the results 
for the Beaver Creck Township's 
supervisors election —_—srace 
remained the same. 

Incumbent Township 
Supervisor Lee Riley edged 
challenger Kathy Mobarak by a 
149 to 148 vote in the election. 

“Tt sure beats losing out by one 
vote, said Riley, who has been 
the township supervisor for eight 
years. “Over the years, you make 
a lot of enemies just by doing 
your job.” 

The Crawford County Board 
of Canvassers, which is com- 
prised of Jeanette Kitchen, Lisa 
Donaldson, Robert Young and 
Brian Chace, tediously counted 
the votes Thursday at the 


Crawford County building. 
Sixty-one ballots were spoiled 
because voters crossed the party 
lines to vote for Democratic can- 
didates, Rep. Matt Gillard, who 
is running for the 106th District

House Seat, and Rep. Bart 
Stupak, the incumbent congress- 
man for the state’s first congres- 
sional district, said Crawford 
County Clerk Sandra Moore. 

Four other votes were not 
counted because the voters voted 
for Riley, Mobarak and Thomas 
Conforti, the other challenger in 
the race. 

Three additional ballots were 
also disqualified because the vot- 
ers voted in county wide clection 
proposals for 91 ( and the county 
libraries but opted not to vote for 
township or county offices. 

Mobarak, a township trustee 
who requested the recount, is not 
ready to give up her fight and 
will challenge Riley on the 
November election ballot as a 
write-in candidate, 

“fT don’t think the people are 
getting the services for the tax 
dollars they pay,” said Mobarak, 
who said she wants to serve as a 
liaison with other governmental 
agencies in the county and the 
township citizens.

UNDECIDED VOTERS mostly are 
mate at 54.7 percent, according to 


Zogby, which is not in accord with find- 


ings by Michigan pollster EPIC-MRA 
that 52 percent of Michigan undecideds 
are femate, also telling us polls are only 
Indicators and not perfect at that. 

Zogby says 58.7 percent of undecid- 
eds voted for Mr. Bush and 24.7 for Al 
Gore four years ago, which indicates 
another painfully close result this time, 
too, 

Zogby tinds 60.2 percent are married, 
79.5 percent are while, 63.6 percent have 
a college degree and only 12.9 percent 
are NASCAR fans.

WE UNDECIDEDS reject party 
labels, too, and 46.1 percent consider 
ourselves moderates, 20.3 percent con- 
servatives, and 9.7 percent liberal or pro- 
gressive. I'm with the moderates. 

Our dissatisfaction with President 
Bush centers on the war, and 46.6 per- 
cent consider it his biggest failure. But 
56.2 percent of undecideds also figure 
the country is going in the wrong direc- 
tion, | share both concerns. 

Of the undecideds, two out of three 
like George Bush as a person, and only 
14.8 don’t, His opponent has a distinct 
problem. According to the Zogby poll, 
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like John Kerry. As for me, personal like 
or dislike is unimportant compared with 
what candidates do and what they stand 
for. 

No matter how you slice it, we unde- 
cideds are pretty important these days. 
We probably won't split our votes down 
the middle; in the final analysis [expect 
most undecideds will go the same way, 
and I won’t forecast which way that will

Each state may be different, of course, 
with local concerns finally convincing 
some undecided voters, Under our elec- 
toral system, each state by itself is 
important, and a small edge in enough 
states could make a big difference in the 
final result, as it dict in 2000.

It won't be advertising from the 
candidates or either party or any interest 
groups. Its not likely to be the debates, 
or the speeches, or the campaigning.

Recently, I have stressed the 

difficulty TI have in convincing 
some property owners to clean 
up the junk and garbage from 
their yards. [t’s my number one 
frustration, and | know it’s very 
frustrating to those who work 
hard to keep up neat and attrac- 
tive neighborhoods just to have 
their neighbors’ trash it. 
When responding to a_ trash 
complaint in Grayting Township, 
we usually send a certified letter 
to the property, giving owners 
one or two weeks to clean up the 
mess. The good citizens clean it 
up, but if they don’t, there are 
three other ways I can respond to 
blight situations, and I will 
explain them in hopes that you 
better understand, 

Grayling Township has an 
ordinance enforcement bureau 
which enables me, or the assis- 
lant zoning administrator, to 
issue two different municipal- 
civil tickets 1o those who violate 
the township blight ordinance. 

The first kind is a “Violation” 
ticket which can carry a fine of 
from $100-to-$500, payable to 
the township. Violation tickets 
are issued only when the violator 
admits full responstbility for an 
ordinance violation, Violation 
lickets are almost always 
ignored. No clean up. 

The second ticket is a 
“Citation” ticket which is issued 
when the property owner denies 
or does not adinit full responsi- 
bility for an ordinance violation, 
or when a “Violation” ticket is 
ignored, A “Citation” takes the 
matter out of the township hands 
and sends the offender to circuit 
court where a judge or referee 
cai hear the case when it comes 
up. 

Keep in mind that “Citation” 
tickets are also civil offenses, 
and there is no criminal penalty 


if an offender doesn’t abide by a

jal Gime for a junk violation?) 
until it has exhausted a long peri- 
od of negligence on the part of 
the violator, and only then if the 
township goes back to court once 
or twice to show that the court’s 
original clean up has not been 
This can take years, 
and sometimes thousands of dol- 
lars, and the end result is that the 
court may allow the township to 
spend more money cleaning up 
the property if the owner won’t. 
Not a bad deal for the owner, ch? 

As you can see, none of our 


enforcement methods are very 


efficient. We can’t arrest people 
and haul them off to the slam- 
mer, or throw them out on the 
street at gunpoint while we con- 
fiscate their property or condemn 
their homes. And, we cannot 
enforce state laws, only the ordi- 
nances which — Grayling 
Township has adopted. 

There are hundreds of blight 
properties in Grayling Township 
and chances are that we're 
already working to get the ones 
near you resolved, either through 
the courts or with tickets. 

if you have a blight situation 
near you, please contact me and, 
if you haven't already, we'll get 
the long, tedious process started, 
or maybe like some property 
owners they will just clean it up 
for us because they’re good citi-

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Reagan’s Bible 


A couple wecks ago we wrote 
about the “Good as New” Bible ver- 
sion which turns much of God's 
word into a lie. Then it came to 
memory that the Jate President, 
Ronald Reagan had written an arti- 
cle over a quarter century ago about 
“The Good News Bible.” While the 
Bible titles are similar, so also were 
ihe arguments Reagan used to 
defend the King James Bible a gen- 
eration ago, 

On September 6, 1977, Reagan 
delivered a radio essay on The 
Bible. He started his address with 
these words: “What would you say 
if someone decided Shakespeare’s 
plays, or Charles Dickens’s novels 
or the music of Beethoven could be 
rewrilten and improved? Reagan 
reminded his listeners of a “mind 
boggling” truth, “it is my under- 
standing that the Bible (both the Old 
and New Testaments) has been the 
best selling book in the entire histo- 
ry of printing.” Reagan said, “Now 
another attempt has been made to 
improve it. bE say another because 
there have been several fairly recent 
efforts to quote make the bible 
more readable and understandable.” 

Reagan also gave this affirmative 
quote: “For more than 3. centuries 
its language and its images have 
penetrated more deeply into. the 
general culture of the English 
speaking world, and been more 
dearly treasured, than anything else 


"ever put on paper” He gave anoth- 


er quote about the literary value of 
the Bible saying it was, “probably 
the most beautiful piece of writing 


> in any language.” Reagan added, 
~ “They were, of course, speaking of 
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Che Bible Speaks 


the authorized version, the one that 
came into being when the England 
of King James was scoured for 
translators and scholars. It was a 
time when the English language had 
reached its peak of richness and 
beauty.” 

Reagan said, “Now we are to 
have The Good News Bible, which 
will be in, the natural English of 
everyday adult conversation, I’m 
sure the scholars and clergymen 
supervised by the American Bible 
Society were sincerely imbued with 


the thought that they were taking 


religion to the people with their 
“Good News Bible” but 1 can’t help 
feeling we should instead be taking 
the people to religion and lifting 
them with the beauty of language 
that has outlived the centuries.” 
Reagan compared a few readings 
between the authorized KJB and the 
“Good News” version. After onc 
reading from the modern version, 
Reagan said, “It sounds like a straw 
boss announcing luach hour is 
over.” Reagan said, “The sponsors 
of the Good News, version boast 
that their bible is as readable as the 
daily paper and so itis. But do 
readers of the daily news find them- 
selves moved to wonder, (Eat the 
gracious words which proceeded 
out of his mouth? (Reagan was 
quoting the description of the words 
of Jesus Christ in Luke 4:22.) 
Reagan used quotes to remind his 
listeners that the tinkering and gen- 
eral horsing around with the sacred 
texts will no doubt continue, as 
pious drudges try to get it right.” 
Then Reagan closed with this quote, 
“Tt will not dawn on them that it has 
already been gotten right”) He then 
closed in his traditional style, “This 
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is Ronaid Reagan. Thanks for lis- 
tening.” 

As Reagan asked: “What would 
you say if someone decided 
Shakespeare’s plays’ or Charles 
Dicken’s novels or the music of 
Beethoven could be rewritten and 
improved?” Of course that would be 
unthinkable even in our generation 
because people still respect the writ- 
ings of Shakespeare, Dickens, and 
Beethoven. But shouldn’t we have 
even more respect for the words of 
Almighty God? As the Psalmist 
David wrote in Psalm 138:2: “T will 
worship toward thy holy temple, 
and praise thy name for thy lov- 
ingkindness and tor thy truth: for 
thou hast magnified thy word above 
all thy name?’ Can you imagine 
someone altering the wording of a 
legal document? Yet, the Bible is a 
divine document possessing God's 
covenants with His people. Changes 
in legal documents can affect our 
lives only on this earth. But altering 
God's revealed covenants can affect 
our souls for all eternity.

2005 flu season preparation — look for 
October or November for vaccination 


As summer winds to a close 
and fall lurks around the comer, 
thoughts of preparation for the 


winter season are stirring. 
Influenza is one of those prepara- 
tions as plans are being made for 
escapes to warmer climates and 
the concern for flu prevention. 
District Health Department # 10 
(DHD#10) would like to encour- 
age the community not to act on 
the plans too early. 

According to Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), the best time to get an 
influenza vaccination is during 
October or November. The actu- 
al flu season in the United States 
can peak anywhere from 
December through March but 
most often peaks in February. 
Protection develops about two 
weeks after getting the vaccina- 
tion and as long as individuals 
don’t get their “flu shot” too 
early it will last through the flu 
season. 

“In recent years our local 
influenza season has peaked dur- 
ing February and March” states 
Linda VanGills, DHD#10 
Interim Health Officer. 
“Unfortunately with concerns of

vaccine shortage in past years, 
some residents have rushed to get 
their vaccination in September or 
earlier, This has created an 
Opportunity for a weakened 
immunization status just when 
the flu season is in full force. 
For the health of the individual, 
and as a good public health mea- 
sure, it is important that individ- 
uals follow the CDC recommen- 
dation of October and November 
as ideal vaccination time.” 
VanGills goes on to state “l can 
assure the public that vaccine 
shortages are not a concern this 
year, Your locat health depart- 
ment has already received notifi- 
cation that our vaccine has been 
shipped trom the companies and 
is expected to arrive the end of 
August.” 

Why the concern with influen- 
za? Caused by a virus, influenza 
is a highly contagious disease 
that attacks the respiratory tract 
in humans - nose, throat and 
lungs. While most suffers will 
recover. in one or (wo weeks, 
some will develop life-threaten- 
ing complications such as pneu- 
monia.

influenza annually with an aver- 
age of 36,000 deaths and 
114,000 hospitalizations. 

Who is at cisk? Anyone can 
contract influenza, as a respirato- 
ry infection it is easily transmit- 
ted from person to person. 
However there is a group of indi- 
viduals at greater risk of develop- 
ing complications from influen- 
za. This group is strongly 
encouraged to become vaccinat- 
ed annually at the appropriate 
time, They include the follow- 
ing: 

- persons 50 years of age or 
older 

‘all children 6 - 23 months 

- household contacts and care- 
takers of infants from 0 - 23 
months of age 

- residents of long-term care 
facilities and the facility staft 

- people who have long-term 
health problems including: heart 
disease, kidney disease, lung dis- 
case, asthma, metabolic discase 
such as diabetes, anemia, and 
other blood disorders 

people with weakened 
immune systems such as: 
HIV/AIDS or another disease

The Black Iron Festival was 
held at Hartwick Pines State Park 
August 28-29, 

With many people in period 
costumes and the smell of real 
coal fires mixed in with the smell 
of sawdust from the big sawmill, 
it helped bring alive a time when 
things tended to be done locally, 
not internationally.

songs from an earlier time.

The blacksmiths made a wide 
variety of objects, from trivets, to 
fireplace tools, to stands to hold 
coffee cups while relaxing out- 
doors. 

The large saw was also used to 
cut a log into several rough-cut 
iwo-by-sixes and two-by-fours, 

Not only were there large 
crowds in the area of the Logging 
Museum where the festival was 
held, but the trails were heavily 
travelled in spite of the less than 
ideal weather,
